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THE HOSPITAL SCHEME | Dollar Wheat to be Topic 


For years, our districts have been 
served by the hospitals at Olds and 
Didsbury which were dwelling houses 
turned into hospitals. They done yeo- 
man service and the results that have 
been achieved are wonderful and tri- 
bute is paid to the doctors and nurses 
who have had to work under such 
handicaps. For we ail know that the 


j facilities are of the poorest and many 


have been turned away these past few 
years for lack of accommodation 

Tegislation was passed enabling the 
towns of Olds and Didsbury to borrow 
the money to build a hospital in each 
town and agreements were reached 
with the Municipal Districts of Moun- 
tain View and Westerdale to share in 
this burden. Apparently the deben- 
tures were not able to be sold and the 
agreements with the Municipal Dist- 
ricts expired an June Ist of this year. 

Therefore with a view to remedying 
the situation, the citizens who were 
mentioned in last week's issue as hav- 
ing obtained the charter to operate, 
have worked out a plan to raise money

“Going Back''—2, 

Two weeks aco I tricd to show tha 
the belief in some sort of mystericu 
process whieh led tu “going back’ o1 
“running out” of crop varieties was 
ill-founded. So far as wheat and 
barley are concerned, I believe that 
the necessity for renewal of seed is 
due to volunteering, mechanical mix- 
ing and occasional natural crossing 
The proposal to discontinue naming 
all generations but the first of regis- 
tered seed of self-fertilized crops is a 
recognition of this principle. So long 
as wheat and barley stocks will pass 
field and seed inspection, it is need- 
less to worry about new seed. 

Hybrid corn seed must be renewed 
each year because it owes its vigour 
to its immediate hybrid ancestry. If 
we were to produce hybrid seed of 
wheat, and we could do so at a cost 
of about $100 per bushel, it would be 
more Vigorous and productive than 
the standard varieties. and it would 
“go back” in succeeding generations 
just as hybrid corn does. There 4s 
nothing mysterious about this 

Oats may be different. It seems 
likely that false wild oats may in- 
crease to the point where renewal of 
seed is necessary, This might be 
called going back, running out, or 
anything you like. 

Three important imports to Eng- 
land from Scotland are Scotsmen 
whiskey and seed potatoes. The 
Scotsmen drift in like rust spores 
whiskey flows in because it is wel- 
comed, and potatoes are brought in 
because English potatoes ‘go back.” 
This going back is due to the accumu- 
lation of disease necessitating the 
importation of disease-free seed. But, 

after all. potato tuhe tubers are not seed’

No Perishable Articles 
In Overseas Parcels 


The attention of Postmasters and 
Assistants is drawn again to the fact 
parcels containing perishable fruit, 
glass bottles of jam, matches and 
cigarette lighter fluid are atill being 
mailed by persons throughout Cana 
da, addresked to members of our 
Oversens Forces, 

Despite repeated efforts to caution 
the public against mailing such items 
which may epoii in transit, and das 
mage the other contents of the pack- 
age as Well as other parcels in the 
same mail bag the practice is atill 
being continued as the following 
communication fiom a military Post 
Ollice to postal authorities at Ottawa, 
reveals The letter etates: 

“In the past three or four days, 
we have received at this office five 
|parcele, containing fresh fruits 
pears, plume tomatoes, ete , in euch 
damaged condition that we were 
to destroy 
the parcels completely, while in one 
case we salvaged and repacked the 
parcel for (ransmiseion overseas °’’ 

Persons mailing parcels for over: 
sexs troops that include Perishable 
or Inftlamable items, should have 
brought it to their attention that 
such parces will be rendered unaccep 
table for transmission by the Post 
Office — If it is found when, a parcel 
is presented for mailing, that it con 
tains items of such a nature, the 
mailer will be informed why the 
parcel is not acceptable
